The cost of village government in 
Antioch, exclusive of special assess- 
ment accounts, totaled $16,856.74 dur- 1 
ing the fiscal year just closed, it is re- 
vealed by the statement of former 
treasurer, Clarence Shultis, whoso 
term expired April 30. The well pre- 
pared financial statement which ap- 
pears in this edition of the News, indi- 
cates that revenues during the year 
more than kept pace with disburse- 
ments, for collections from taxes, ser- 
vices, etc., swelled the village income 
to $16,917.30. Not only did the in- 
come exceed disbursements, but there 
remains as balances in the various 
funds a total of $2,270.61 which has 
been turned over to Treasurer Russell 
Barnstable. 

The largest fund handled by the vil- 
lage is the general fund, which last I 
year involved the handling of $6,148.83 
in revenue including the $603.60 bal- 
ance brought forward from the pre- 
ceding year. The $6,066.97 in expens- 
es, included such major items as light 
bills, trustees' and officers' salaries, 
puchase of Antioch hotel fixtures, and 
taxes and interest on this village prop- 
erty. The general fund had a bal- 
ance of $81.86 at the close of the year. 
Important items of income for this 
fund were $1,750.00 received for li- 
quor licenses and $2,698.97 taxes re- 
ceived from the county treasurer. 

The Road and Bridge fund, which 
started the year with a deficit of 
$113.17 had an income of $2,002.81 
from taxes and the sale of vehicle 
licenses. Expenditures for street oil 
and officers' salaries totalled $1,850.77. 
and the year closed with the fund 
showing a balance of $38.87. 

Water Dcpt. Best Earner 
The water department, the best 
earning department of village govern- 
ment, showed receipts of $4,410.80.^0 
add to the opening balance of $84./8, 
and the fund still had a balance of 
$1,052.98 at the end of the year after 
having transferred $800.00 of its earn- 
ings to other departments. 

The fire department fund received 
$1,881.36 from taxes and services nf 
the fire department. Operation, sal- 
insurance and investment in 
accounted for the ex- 



Lake county's 1937 drowning death 
toll was raised to four Sunday when, 
two Chicago youths out for a holiday 
at Long Lake were drowned when 
their boat capsized as they were chang- 
ing rowers during a 40-milc gale 
which swept the lake. 

The two youths drowned were 

Matthew Jacek, 20, of 4610 S. Wol- 

cott St., and Henry Gcdrimas, 21, of 

J 4622 S. Wood St., Chicago, who had 

come to Long Lake with a party of 

friends for an outing. Both men sank 

before rescuers could reach them. 

The bodies of the two were recovered 

and the drowning was held, accidental 

at the inquest conducted by Dr. 

Maurice Penny, deputy coroner. The 

bodies were taken to Chicago for 

funeral services. 

156 Drowned in Eight Years 
The record of drownings in Lake 
county over a period of years is alarm- 
ing. In eight years 156 persons have 
lost their ives in Lake county waters, 
and the pathetic feature of this death 
toll is the fact that nearly all of these 
deaths could have been prevented had 
the victims been aware of their dan- 
ger or had known how to swim. It is 
thought that all live-saving agencies 
in the county will prepare to render 
ediate first aid in all cases and that 
be taken to cut down this

The year end- 
ed showing a balance of $207.81. 

The library accounted for $399.40 
expenditures as against receipts in the 
amount of $476.98. There remains a 
balance of $97.52, which will be turned 
over to the newly formed township 
library district. 

The public benefit fund and the 
bond and interest fund each handled 
amounts less than $500.00 in the pay- 
ment bonds and interest; and the 
Harden and Spafiord street fund and 
arterial highway fund No. 3 has to 
do with the receipts and expenditure 
of refunds from the state gas tax for 
local improvements. 

Specials Show Progress 
Besides the amounts involved in the 
regular business of the various depart- 
ments, the village handled $8,397.30 :n 
its 12 special assessment funds. All 
these showed marked progress in col- 
lections, even the three which began 
the year with deficits. 

Special assessment No. 17, indicated 
"in the red" lowered its deficit from 
$217.69 to $79.41 during the fiscal year 
No. 19 got on the right side of the 
village ledger with a balance of $141.43 
after having begun the year with 
$80.19 deficit; and No. 20 reduced its 
deficit from $153.50 to $80.77.

Springfield, 111., June 8— The Gover- 
nor's biennial budget fails to count 
the huge balance now in State Treas- 
ury, according to a statement by R. C. 
Moore, executive secretary of the Illi- 
nois Education Association." "We are 
being told that there is no money for 
schools, but the Report of the Stale 
Treasurer as of June 1, 1937, shows a 
balance of $56,107,842.06. 

"Millions of this balance are not in- 
cluded by the Revised Budget in the 
resources of the State for the next bi- 
eiiniuni, nor are they earmarked for 
other purposes. For instance, accord- 
ing to the Treasurer's Report of June 
1, the General Revenue Fund shows a 
balance of $9,445,246.71. This item is 
$20,000 larger than a month ago and 
probably will be at least this large on 
June 30, the close of the present bi- 
ciinium. Yet, the Revised Budget decs 
not mention this substantial resource 
of the State Treasury. The occupa- 
tional Tax Fund had a balance of $4,- 
413,942.97 on June 1, according to the 
Trasurcr's office. Yet, no mention is 
made in the Revised Budget of this re- 
source of the State Treasury. 

"No doubt, state officers find much 
comfort in a budget cushion of several 
million dollars, but the school situation 
is serious. The high schools receive 
no support from the State and the ele- 
mentary support is meager. Boards 
of education in some districts are not 
employing teachers for next- year, stat- 
ing that the opening of school next 
fall is a serious problem. We are still 
confident that the General Assembly 
will increase the state provision for 
education. Illinois is a wealthy state 
and should make at least an average 
provision for the education of our boys 

and girls." 

Referring to the governors recent 
veto of the Davis bill, which would 
have made an emergency appropria- 
tion to needy high schools for this year 
only, Mr. Moore stated: "It is hard 
to understand this veto on the grounds 
of lack of money when the Treasurer s 
Report a few days later shows a bal- 
ance of over $56,000,000. The Davis 
bill appropriated less than $800,000 to 
needy high schools. Since the emer- 
gency aid has been denied the needy 
high schools, we hope that the Legis- 
lature will increase the permanent .sup- 
port of the public schools and include 
the high schools in the state distribu- 
tive fund." 



Dr. Frank Holt, dean of the exten- 
sion division of the University of 
Wisconsin, speaking here Monday 
night at the twenty-second annual 
commencement exercises, propounded 
three vital questions to the members 
of the class of '37. 
'Speaking of the first question, what 
is success, Dr. Holt discarded the some- 
what widespread idea that money is 
a measure of a successful career. 
"Financial wellbeing," the speaker 
said, "is, or should be, a by-product of 
some useful service rendered to hu- 
manity." „ 

Answering his second query, Dr. 
Holt maintained that democracy is de- . 
cidedly worthwhile, and urged the 
graduates to prepare themselves to do 
their part in maintaining our free form 
of government. His third question 
had to do with the religious phase of 
life and his conclusion was that reli- 
gion is vitally important to a balanced 
and useful existence.
